Jewish New Year Custom Brings Out ! 
Crowds of Orthodox Enthusiasts. 


New York.—The Jewish New Y'ear 
custom of going to the banks of some 
river and reciting passages from Mi- 
cah, Isaiah and Psalms is rarely prac¬ 
ticed in New York. Last week, how¬ 
ever, thousands of orthodox Hebrews 
flocked to Brooklyn bridge, with Tes¬ 
taments in their hands. 

They oame in the early afternoon, 
immediately after prayer had been 
said in the various synagogues. The 
resalt was that about 4 o’clock the 
bridge promenade became jammed 
with praying worshipers, who were so 
engrossed in repeating the sacred 
phrases that they forgot the existence 
of city ordinances.

Hl(h«iy for Ships Across Panama 
Will Be Lighted by Electricity from 
One End to the Other of Its Forty- 
three Miles of Length. 


The Panama canal, when It Is finish¬ 
ed—and its ultimate completion is at 
last an assured fact—will be much like 
a great street or boulevard, 150 feet 
wide and brilliantly lighted from one 
end to the other by electricity at night. 
This watery avenue will be perfectly 
straight throughout for more than half 
of Its entire length and will extend 
over a distance of about forty-three 
miles, connecting the Atlantic with the 
Pacific ocean. 

Already the canal Is two-fifths dug. 



DREDGES IN T1IE CANAL. 


To complete it will require fifteen 
years and an expenditure of $145,000,- 
000 In money. An army of at least 15,- 
000 laborers will be employed on the 
job, most of them being fetched for 
the purpose from Jamaica, uuder con¬ 
tract When the ditch is completed, 
however, it will become a large source 
of revenue to Uncle Sam, inasmuch as 
he will charge $1 for every ton of ship¬ 
ping that goes through from ocean to 
ocean. It will not be an excessive 
price, inasmuch as the regular toll for 
passing the Suez cnnal is $2 a ton. 

The first idea of the great French 
engineer, De Lesseps, was to dig a sea 
level canal across the Isthmus, just as 
a small boy might cut a ditch between 
two ponds. But it became apparent 


Crete masonry for holding the vessels 
while the water level is raised or low¬ 
ered to give them the step required up 
or down. Thanks to the skill of the en¬ 
gineers, the highest bottom level of 
the canal will be only 68 feet above the 
ocean. 

For a considerable part of its length 
the canal runs through the valley of ! 
the Chagros River—a stream which, 
though small in the dry season, is sub¬ 
ject to sudden and tremendous fresh¬ 
ets. Hence means must be provided 
to prevent it from causing destruction, 
and a greut dam will be built accord- I 
lngly at Bohio for storing the flood 
waters. This dam will transform the 
Chagres into a vast lake, the bound¬

The harbors at Colon and Pan¬ 
ama are excellent, and need no further 
excavation or protection, though ba¬ 
sins will be built at each end of the 
canal for the convenient ingress and 
egress of ships. Each of these basins ! 
will be 150 yards wide and 1,000 yards 
long, and will be provided with moor¬ 
ing facilities and wharves connected 
with the terminal stations of the Pan¬ 
ama Railroad. The railroad runs along¬

The next fifteen miles are partly dug, 
with some deep cuts, such as 131 feet 
at Bohio, 82 feet at San Pablo and 9S 
feet at Motachln. At the twenty- 
eighth mile rises the mountain range, 
which Is the most serious obstacle to 
the undertaking. 

Advantage is taken, however, of a 
convenient pass, as above explained, 
und much of the remaining difficulty 
has already been removed by cuts, one 
of which lias taken out a long slice of 
rock 164 feet in depth. At the thirty- 
third mile the slope toward tlie Pacific 
begins, and for the rest of the way 
the sanal Is not very far from comple¬ 
tion.

Kepartee that Serves the Purpose of u

It may be heretical to say it, but the 
debates both in the Senate and House I 
seem to partake of the nature of cross- 1 
examination—of effort to trip a speak- j 
er while he Is courageously trying to 
furnish material for the Congressional , 
Record.

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Conviction of Woman Criminals. 

S the world changing its attitude toward the woman crim¬ 
inal? It would appear so from the sentences recently passed 
on two convicts. In Minnesota, Mrs. Tnnke, pronounced 
guilty of murder, is sentenced to life imprisonment and to 
hard labor. In Kansas Miss Morrison, guilty of like crime, 
is sentenced to twenty-five years’ imprisonment, practically a 
lifetime. The Minnesota ease was settled in one trial. The 
Kansas crime rather followed the historic custom of leniency 
and only after three trials was the case finally settled. These 
two sentences may be taken ns evidence that woman is begin¬ 
ning to be judged as criminal and not ns woman. ^ 

Just what effect this will have on the human race is debata- ' s t r uje 
bio. No attempt lias ever been made to deny that women have j 
similar criminal instincts with men. but the position in which 
she has been held has kept man from visiting upon her the 
penalty that lie pronounced upon himself. There have been 
woman criminals from the beginning, since tlie nail of Sisera, 
since the poison of the Borgia. But, partly because of ideal¬ 
izing and partly because woman did not share in the world’s 
lawmaking, and therefore she was not held to be of equal guilt 
iu the law-breaking, woman lias not so often been found guilty 
in any appreciable degree. 

I he asexualizing of crime will be a benefit to the human 
race. Men and women are not so different after all, and to 
divide them into sexes in the punishment of crime is to fail in 
the control of crime. It is not pleasant to contemplate a 
future where the prisons are filled with women. But these 
very cases in illustration are the best preventive.—St. Paul 
Dispatch.
